The Farmers" Alliance Will Test Its 


Political Strength in That State 


To-day—Elections Eltewhftre. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Got. 1.—The state 


election in Georgia to day is for gover- 
nor, siate officers and members of the 
general assembly. 
But one ticket is 


before the people for governor and state 
officers. 
The republicans, after con- 


sultation, decided against the advisa- 
bility of putting out a state ticket, and 
with the exception of four or five legis- 
lative candidates, will not be ,heard of. 
The election, however, is not devoid of 
considerable feature. 
The legislature 


to be chosen will have the election of a 
United States senator, to succeedte|s. 
E. Brown. For the vacancy Governor 
John T5, Gordon Is s candidate, 
At 


first it appeared as if he would have no 
opposition, but in a moment of personal 
elation he gave offenee to the Farmers' 
alliance and the result is a strong 
effort to defeat hia senatorial aspira- 
tions. 


The fight, therefore, will be between 


Governor Gordon and the alliance. If 
Governor Gordon wins, it means the 
death of the alliance in this state. If 
the alliance wins, it means a new elemenf 
In national parties, for the purpose of 
the alliance men is to bring their princi- 
ples befovo the people of the union for 
settlement. 
Besides the election of 


stale officers and members for legisla- 
ture, two amendments to the state con- 
stitution will be voted for. One of these 
amendments extends the benefits of state 
pensions to widows of the confederate 
soldiers, and the other allows reading 
and references of bills by titles when in- 
troduced. 


IDAHO'S ELECTION. 


BOISE Cm, Idalio., Oct. l.—The gen- 


eral outlook so far indicates a clear re- 
publican victory. The leading republi- 
cans express themselves with 
much 


confidence, while the democrats are 
despondent and make no claims. The 
returns now in the office of the state 
committee from various precincts show 
that tho republicans have made gains of 
nearly 2,000 ia the state. The majority 
for governor will reach 2,600.

FAMINE Mf IRKiA\O. 


An Appeal Issued to Americans for 


Belief. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 1.—An appeal to the 


American commission for relief for 
famine in Ireland was issued yesterday. 
It is based upon careful data gathered 
from various sources in the country 
which finds itself again face to face with 
the grim spectre of famine. The move- 
ment is utterly without political or 
other outside significance. It has no 
connection with any exisiting organiza- 
tion in this country or in Ireland, The 
officers of the commission are as fol- 
lows: Chairman, General James Grant 
Wilson; honorary chairmen, the Hon. 
Rutherford B. Hayes, the Hon. Grover 
Cleveland; vice chairmen, James Bed- 
path, Geo. Ehert, Elloitt, F. Sheppard, 
James Phillips, jr. The Sun and Press 
in New York, the Public Ledger in 
Philadelphia and the Globo in Boston, 
will publish the names of contributors. 
After describing in vivid terms the ex- 
isting and threatened distress in Ire- 
land, the address concludes; Contribu- 
tions of money may be remitted d^wt 
to the Now York Sun; commission treas- 
urer, or to any reputable bank, banking 
houee or trust company. Contribution* 
of provisions and clothing will be oared 
for if notification is 'given to far. Arthur 
Dudley Vintof ,-ihe oommittnons qecre- 
taiv, caie ol New York Press.

THE FIRE PEMOX. 


Chlcaso Visited""oy » »e»truc«Te 


Firc-A Brewery Bnrne<l. 


CnifAGo, Oct. l.—A fire of uncertain 


origin started iu tho two-story and base- 
ment briok building at No. 176 South 
Canal street shortly after 11 o'clock last 
night, and twelvo firemen were seriously 
injured by the f-dliag of the roof. 


The building was occupied ou the 


second floor and basement by S. Frank- 
lin & Co. as a picture frame factory and 
oa the main floor by the Millsway Bail- 
way Gate Co. The firo originated on 
the second floor among a lot of rubbish. 
It is supposed to be the result of spon- 
taneous combustion. 
Owing to the in- 


flamablo contents of tho building, the 
tiro spread with terrific rapidity. Be- 
fore tho fire department arrived tho fire 
7^0.3 almost beyond control, the entire 
basement was iu flames, and the first 
and second floors were burning. 


The men of engine companies No. 17 


and 10 were sent to the rear to fight the 
fire from that point. They entered the 
building and began to work when an ex- 
plosion of naptha, it is supposed, oc- 
curred ou the second floor. With this 
tho roof and floor came down with a ter- 
rible crash, burying the firemen in the 
ruins. A score of firemen rushed to their 
rescue, and in less than half an hour the 
ruins had been torn away and all the 
victims saved. Mr. Franklin estimates 
his loss at 815,000, with §7,000 insur- 
ance. The Mills railway gate company's 
loss is about tho same, and the loss on 
the building, which is owned by Warren 
Springer, is probably 810,000. Ohas. 
Emerich i Co., feather dealers, who oc- 
cupy tho adjoining building, lest about 
84,000 by smoko and water. 


The injured men are: John Riloy, en- 


gine 10, probably fatally; Andrew Nel- 
son, engine 17, probably fatally; Bioh- 
ard Halveron, engine 17; Tom Coohrane, 
engine 10; Chas. Clexton, engine 17; 
Sylvester HiggiuP, engine 17; William 
Kiley, Daniel Toumy and Willian Ca- 
ray, engine 17. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 1.—At an 


early hour this morning a firo broke out 
ia tho refrigerating department of the 
Sielor brewery at Lewisburg, just back 
of Covington, Ky, Tho prompt re- 
sponse and good work of fire depart- 
ment saved the main portion of the 
brewery, but as it is tho loss will reach 
850,000. fully insured. The fire is 
thought to have originated in the engine 
room from one of the dynamos.
